Treating and Curing 
Eczema, That Annoying 
Skin Disease 


ETTER or eczema, comprises 
thirty to forty per cent of 
our skin diseases. It is no re- 
specter of persons. It is about 
as common in women as men,

to irritants, 
as dirt and 
oils. They 
must use 
Sb Poul ees 
soaps and 
much water.

Excessive use of soap and water, 
particularly when not followed 
by careful drying excites many 
skins to inflammation, by remov- 
ing the oil and leaving the skin 
dry.

URGEONS'’ hands are often 
affected, due to use of anti- 
sceptics. Some eruptions are caus- 
ed by poisonous plants as ivy, 
sumac and primrose. Friction on 
any part of the body and the 
rubbing of clothing may irritate 
the skin and produce an itching, 
and the scratching does the rest, 
Most cases are made worse by 
scratching. Even the person of 
strong will and determination 
cannot refrain from scratching 
while sleeping and the nights 
seem to be the worst time for 
itching. 
* * e 
OLD weather may be the ex- 
citing cause, also hot weath- 
er. So much so that some per- 
sons suffer from it in winter only 
and some only in the summer, 
There seems to be a nervous ele- 
ment in some persons that pre- 
disposes them to the disease. It 
is not uncommon for those hav- 
ing asthma to have eczema when 
not afflicted with asthma and 
vise..versa. Persons of light color 
and thin skins are most suscep- 
fible than those of darker skins. 
Frequently those suffering from 
eczema are below par physically. 
They may not be sick, but they 
will be run down, overworked, 
depressed, and they have a low- 
ered resistance. Indeed, the in- 
ternal causes of eczema are those 
which lower the resistance. 


* * * 
HOSE suffering from intes- 
tinal stagnation, those who 


overeat or use a great deal of 
sugar and starch will not im- 
prove if this conditions is not 
removed. Such disease as rheu- 
matism, some kidney troubles 
and diabetes’ are frequently 
causes and any debilitating trou- 
ble prolongs the affliction. Some 
cases are undoubtedly due to a 
nervous reflex. 
* * * 
FEW years ago I was very 
agreeably surprised when a 
young woman who was suffering 
from an apparently incurable 
eczema, was suddenly relieved 
after I had her apply a belt to 
support her floating kidney. I 
do not try to explain this reac- 
tion. Any attempt at treatment, 
must be to a large extent symp- 
tomatic. When the general health 
is poor. it should be remedied. 
NE of the first things to do 
is to curb habits of so-called 
good living, by greatly reducing 
the quantity of food and by re- 
stricting the use of sugars, star- 
ches and highly seasoned foods. 
In an acute case it is well to 
start with a brisk cathartic. One 
of the best is a course of calo- 
mel and soda, one-quarter grain 
tablet of calomel with one grain 
of soda every hour till ten or 
twelve are taken followed by ep- 
som salts or some saline and 
large quantities of water. 
= ae * 
OCAL applications are neces- 
sary to control the itching, 
burning and scabbing. We must 
remove the local irritant if pos- 
sible. Use of soap and water 
should be prohibited except when 
absolutely necessary for cleanli- 
ness. Any application should be 
soothing, various preparations 
containing boric acid and glycer- 
ine are helpful. 
* if 
VERY good mixture for the 
itching is carbolic acid one- 
half teaspoonful, alcohol one 
and- one-half ounces, glycerine 
two ounces, and enough water 
to make four ounces. Various 
mild ointments are helpful to 
shut out the air and external 
irritants. Many preparations are 
helpfyl and they should be non- 
irritating and offer protection.

Honey is mildly bleaching; it 
is a softening agent and a cor- 
rective for oily skin, blemishes 
ana enlarged pores. It can he 
ued to correct blemishes on a 
very dry skin, but you should be 
especially liberal in your use of 
creams afterward. 

Here are the directions for a 
facial that I feel you will want 
to try, and I do not believe that 
you will he disappointed in re- 
sults. Have your face, neck and 
sheulders thoroughly cleansed 
and stimulate the circulation by 
giving the muscles of the shoul- 
ders and neck a good, vigorous 
massage. Apply a rich cream 
low on your shoulders and use a 
kaeading movement to work up- 
ward to your neck, Remember 
that this massage is intended to 
Stimulate the eirculstion, so do 
1.01 neglect an inch of the area. 

Now apply a little more cream 
to your face and massage with 
light upward, patting strokes to 
your temples. Then the honey.

Columbus O. Iselin, und, is the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Lewis, prom- 
inent and wealthy New Yorkers, 
and a nephew of C. Oliver Iselin, 
tite famous yachtsman, who four 
tunes defended America’s cup. 
His first name, which is obvi- 
ously a good name tor an ex- 
plorer and oceanographer, was 
the name of his mother's grand- 
father.

if ORD IRWIN, the tall, thin. 
4 sad-faced former British 
Viceroy of India, now Minister 
of Education, like his father, 
Lord Halitax, possesses the odd 
combination of immense wealth 
ahd religious zeal, 

He was born Edward Frederick 
Lindley Wood, the youngest of 
four sons. His three brothers died 
vai early life. When the World 
Wor broke out young Wood 
joined the Yorxshiac Dragoon 
Yeomanry. serving as major. He 
came through tne fracas more or 
less unscathed and began his 
ciinb to fame in 1921. 

Prime Minister Staniey Bald- 
win of the then Conservative 
Government, appointed him Un- 
Gor-Secretary for Colonies. He 
proved his capacity tor the job 
and was raised to full cabinet 
runk in 1922, when he was 
vomed President of ine Board of 
Eeucation. Again he showed his 
werlt, and in November, 1924, 
was made Minister of Agricul- 
tore in Baldwin's second govern- 
rent. He weld this post a year, 
and then King George appointed 
him Viceroy of India, one of the 
biggest jobs in the British Em- 
rire. Simultaneously he was 
roade a peer in accordance with 
the tradition of the Viceroyship. 

Wood took the title of Baron 
Irwin of Kirby Underaale in tne 
County of Yorkshire. Thus he 
became a peer, during the hic- 
time of his father, a very rare 
ccecurrence in British history. 
No sooner had he assumed his 
auties in New Delhi and Simla, 
ii. succession to Lord Reading. 
trouble broke out in Incia, Gan- 
chi. backed by a well-organized 

Nationalist Congress. began his 
famous fight for Inaia’s inde- 

pendence. Lord Irwin was chiefly 
Fcaponeible for the successful ne- 
¢otiations with Mahatma Gan- 
ahi in which he had the Na- 
tionalist leader accepted a truce, 
This truce. although criticized 
by many in England. ended tem- 
porarily, the open strife between 
the Indian Govenment and Gan- 
qaiii's “passive pesisters, uy 

His predominant characteris- 
tic is caution. Everywhere his 
sincerity, moderation and = hu- 
mane outlook has won for him 
the greatest respect. Gandhi re- 
garded him as a great friend 
ond responded to nim more 
readily than to any other g- 
lishman. Indians of all creeds 
and castes admired him and re- 
gretted when the time came for 
him to return to England.
